of racial tension in Savanah, Ga. 
where Negroes have been staging 
sit-down demonstrations and boy- 
coltkig stores 
with segregated 


lunro counters. 


Ax handles, pipes, knives and 


other weapons were swung in the 
brief but vicious clash in a park' 
Monday night. A while youth was 
hospitalized with a serious knife 
wound in Hie neck. Two other 
white youths and a Negro were 
treated al a hospital and released. 


Police jailed two Negroes and 


seven white persons and began an 
ex^isive search of the area for 
20 others believed to have taken 
part in the fight in the Georgia 
coastal city. 


Cause of the burst of violence 


was not determined. Investigators 
said the leen-agers who were ar- 
rested gave conflicting accounts, 


Melvin Bryan, 13, suffered a 


deep stab wound in lhe side of the 
neck.

South Africa reported thai Ne- 
groes showed up in normal num- 
bers and without hindrance by al- 
leged inlimidators. 


No major violence was report- 


ed. The only police action an- 
nounced at noon was a raid on 
an African sulllcmciil near Ihe In- 
dian Ocean city of Port Elizabeth, 
where police rounded up "undesir- 
ables," questioned 200 Negroes 
and detained many of Ihem 


In Johannesburg, South Africa's

'Reports from Cape Town, Dur- 


ban, and elsewhere said the situa- 
tion was quiet there also and 
Negroes were .streaming lo work.

The police planned raids through 


Ihe Negro townships in search of 
agitators -and stay-at-homes. 


The work stoppage called by the 


outlawed African National Con- 
gress started Monday. But the 
day was a national Easter holi- 
day, and this postponed the real 
test of the strike call until to- 
day' ^ 


The"government has warned Ne- 


groes that they face loss of their 
jobs or banishment to native re- 
reserves in the interior if they 
heed the slay-al-home call. 


The aim of the work stoppage 


is to force the government to ease 
its stern segregation laws and lo 
gain freedom for jailed Negro 
leaders. The government broke a 
previous work boycott by wide- 
spread raids in the Negro setlle- 
ments-?and wholesale arrests.

TRACKING THE TWISTERS—The deadly tornado scnson is with us again and this year 
civilian and military meteorologists are once more combining their ctl'orts to minimize its 
danger. Today, weathermen from the U.S. Weather Bureau and Air Force Weather Service are 
working in the heart of "Tornado Alley" (shaded ureas on Newsmap) to learn the conditions 
that cnuse tornadoes and other severe weather. Some 385 tornadoes were reported in 1959. A 
total of 845 severe weather warnings were issued, including 189 tornado warnings. Figures on 
Newsmap show the average number of tornadoes yeai ly in ihe continental states.
